FORMOSA WILL BE GIVEN

St. Petersburg Believes That Rojest- 


vensky Has Already Passed 
Into the Pacific, and Im- 
portant News Is Short- 
ly Expected. 


St. Petersburg, May 22.—There is an 
air of expectancy at the admiralty which 
indicates that news of tmportance rec- 
garding Admiral Rojestvensky’s fleet is 
awaited at any moment. Officially no 
information regarding the admiral’s 
whereabouts is volunteered, the officers 
making no concealment of the fact that 
they are not in the secret of Rojest- 
vensky’s plans, but the majority enter- 
tain no doubt that the Russian fleet is 
now steaming toward its ultimate desti- 
ration. 

While there is no official confirmation 
of the Hong Kong report that the fleet 
has passed through the Bashee chan- 
rel, it is credited by those who have 
insisted from. the beginning that Ro- 
jestvensky will awive the island of ¥For- 
mosa a wide berth to the westward. Ihe 
admiral, it is claimed here, has had 
ample time to reach the Pacific since ne 
left the waters of indo-China. These 
dispatches received from the front’ are 
meager, but there are some indications 
that Genera] Linevitch has taken a ieat 
out of ‘Field Marshal Oyama’s book. at 
the Shahke river and at Mukden and 
that he is about to advance himeelf, 
undertake a counter offensive, meeting 
the Japanese pressure against this life oy 
It is too early. 
however, to determine whether the moves 
thus far are.more than feints. 

The question of a séeneral exchange ut 
prisoners on which there have been some 
negotiationz ‘is still unsettled. The for- 
eign office here is not sanguine that a 
general exchange is poseible. 

A partial exchange covering the crew 
of the Russian volunteer fleet cruiser 
Ekaterinoslav, captured at the opening 
of the war, and the crew of the Japanese 
cruiser Sabu, captured by the Russians, 
has practically been effected. 

RUSS FLEET TO RENDEZVOUS 
TO THE NORTH OF LUZON 

Paris, May 22.—The reports in circula- 
ition here to the effect that colliers be 
longing to the Russian fleet. intend to 
rendezvous at the Babuyan islands, north 
of the island of Luzon, are not based 
on precise information but are the te- 
sults of figuring on the latitude and 
longitude where a portion of the fleet 
was last observed. This course, if con- 
tinued, it is pointed out, would take the 
ships into the Ballingtang. channel, near 
which the Babyun islands are situated. 
It is therefore inferred that the Rus- 
sians will rendezvous in that locality 
for the purpose.of coaling.

east of Cheangtu at 11:30 o'clock: this 
morning commenced a bombardment. 

‘Subsequently -a Russian ‘force with 
forty-five. guns appeared on the. north- 
ern height of Chilyangpao and at 4 p.’ 
m. two battalions of the enemy  ad- 
vanced from the eastern side of the vil- 
lage, but were repulsed. 

“Another mixed force.of the enemy 
entered Erhshihlipaoc, where~they «set 
fire to the village and retired. 

“The enemy’s cavalry dismounted and 
attacked the Japanese guard on the right 
bank of the Liao !3 miles west of Faku- 
men on the morning of May 20. After 
an éngageméent Jasting’\two hours the 
enemy fetreated in disorder toward the 
southwest, abandoning 300 killed and 
wounded.

‘press the information upon which the 
publications were based. He declined to 
make any statement as to what took 
place between himself and Secretary 
Taft. After he left the secretary’s office 
he was taxed by Bowen with a betrayal 
of confidente in connection with the 
publication of the charge, an imputation 
he denied. 

Subsequently Mr. Bowen, after talking 
further with Mr. Dater, admitted that 
he had done the ktter an injustice in 
Indking such a charge. 

‘Mr. Bowen saw the secretary immedi- 
ately after Mr. Dater had left, when he 
Submitted a rejoinder, together with a 
general denial] of all statements affect- 
ing his official conduct. 

Mr, Deter told Secretary Taft that 
while in Caracas he had heard a great 
Gea! of the allegations involving Mr.

wires before the powerful third rail cur- 
rent was shut off. 

Ambulances vlere called from, pur 
hospitals and all the business houses 
in the neighborhood were converted into 
temporary hospitals. The crash smashed 
platforms throughout Both trains and 
shattered many windows. Passengers in 
the middle train who saw the approach 
of the rear one and started to run 
through the cars, were thrown down 
and hurt.

Tokjo, Thw@esday, April 30.—Count 
Okuma, former premier and minister of 
foreign affairs, in an interview on the 
question. of intervention, said that a 
great chenge in the lines of diplomacy 
of different powers being a natural out- 
come of the present war, it was difficult 
to make a prophecy. Increasingly clpser 


relations between Wngland and. France} 


was already one of the very significant 
phenomena resulting from the war. The 
count declared that Germany could have 
no other feeling than satisfaction at find- 
ing her northern rival becoming ‘gradual. 
ly weakened by the war and would 
recognize the foolishness of antagoniz- 
ing Japan if Germany could maintain and 
develop her interests in the Far Wast. 
Okuma saw no occasion for intervention 
unless a European conference could be 
formed and he could not understand who 
would take the initiative so long as Ger- 
many did not suffer by the war. Ger- 
many, he asserted, was reaping benefits 
of various kinds and would follow the 
policy of “Get the best and as much as 
possible.’’ 
Wo Occasion for Intervention. 

Count Kato, former minister of foreign 
affairs and former minister to Great 
Britain, discussing the same question, 
said: 

“I do not think there will arise any oc- 
casion for intervention. I doubt if Rus- 
Sila has a fixed purpose and aim, either 
to fight or to conclude peace. It seems 
to me that the ultimate result is left 
to whatever the future may bring to 
Russia. There seems to be no pre-ar- 
ranged plan. Should Russia be determin- 
ed 1o hold Viadivostok it will be tv 
her advantage to conclude peace before 
she loses it. 

But she knows desire for peace ani 
her policy is devo f any definite plan, 
so there can be no occasion for a third 
pewer to attempt intevention in the 
near future, even the loss of Viadivos- 
tok might not prompt Russia to seek 
peace, She could go on retreating indefi- 
nitely, hoping thereby to exhaust us. 
We might take Harbin and go further 
north, but Russia could continue her pol- 
icy of retreat, thereby giving no occa- 
sion for a third party to intervene. 

“Should Russia ask for peace we shall 
insist on an unconditional armistice, and 
when the negotiations are opened ws 
Shall require Russia to return Manchu- 
ria. to China, recognize our suzeranity 
over Korea, cede Sakhalin to us, re- 
move permanently the fortifications of 
Viadivostok and pay an indemnity of at 
least two billion yen (8$1,000,000,000). 
Such liberal terms will afford no occa- 
sion for intervention, 


Lucrative Trade for Neutrals. 

“The scene of hostilities in Manchuria, 
being without special interest to the 
pewers, none of them will be prompted 
t> take action to stop the war. On the 
contrary, the war is affording a lucra- 
tive trade to some of them in supplying 
materials of war. Looked at from a 
diplomatic standpoint, Germany, seeing 
her eastern danger lessened by the war 
and Russia gradually weakened, will 
naturally entertain the hope of further 
reduction in the strength of her formi- 
Gable neighbor. England will feel sat- 
isfaction over the blows dealt’ by her 
ally to her traditional foe. The United 
States, much as it sympathizes with us, 
will not welcome an excessive develop- 
ment of Japan’s power, and would not 
view with disfavor the gradual weak- 
ening of both combatants. France 
alone must be seriously concerned in see- 
ing the war terminate. But she can 
do nothing to cause any change. Both 
the present and the future, to my mind 
and view, afford no sign of the posasi- 
bility of ‘ntervention, and I am prepared 
to say that the time has not yet come to 
talk of peace. In fact, there never will 
be an occasion for intervention, and the 
war will last long.”

Two Jobs to the Man. . 

The Manufacturers’ Record for this. 
week strikingly indicates the scarcily 
of labor in the south, using the word 
“labor” in its broadest sense, by quot- 
ing a leading Alabama business man 
to the effect that: “In Alabama there 
are two jobs for every man in the 
state.” The way in which industry in 
that state is thus crippled is demon- 
started by the fact that the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad is carrying a 
large amount of coal daily from Ken- 
tueky, through Alabama, to be shipped 
out via the gulf ports, the mines of 
the latter state being handicapped by 
a dearth of laborers. 

With this preamble Mr. Edmonds 
adds emphatically that the position of 
Alabama is the position of the entire 
south, saying: 

Everywhere the cry is for men, the un- 
skilled .laborer as well as the skillei 
mechanic and engineer. Agricultural in- 
terests throughout the south are urge.:ly 
seeking for supplies of labor sufficient 
for their needs. The whole cotton indus- 
try of the south is short of labor, and 
today thousands of hands could find 
profitable employment in cotton miils, 
which are seeking everywhere, even in- 
Pvading the north, to find operatives suffi- 
cient in number to produce the goods 
for which there is a ready demand. It is 
almost true of the whole south, in the 
language of the Alabama iron man, that 
there are two jobs for every laborer 
ready to work. 


The Constitution has called atten- 
tion to this aggravated famine of la- 
bor in Georgia. Advertisements for 
skilled and unskilled workers have 
been appearing constantly in the 
newspapers of this state, and from 
mills, factories and fields, the cry for 
heip {s of constantly increasing vol- 
ume.

Even now no one can tell 
exactly. how much currency a country 
needs to carry on its business, and how 
large should be the reserves of gold 
against the bank deposits.

(ers whose business, all the time, is. to 


deal in money, as others deal in mer- 
chamdise, are lable to beocme hopeless- 
ly confused in a discussion regarding the 
Lrinciples which underlie its use. 
Strange to say the confusion which 
attends an economic study of money, 
aiso attends any discussion of the ethics 
ol. money, All the philosophy in the 
World has not answered the question of 
how much money it is wise for a man 
to possess. How widely men differ— 
even our scholars and moral instructors— 
as to the proper methods of acquiring 
wealth, We even dispute as to the 
wisest use of money. We are not 
agreed as to the distribution of money 
in charity. It would seem as if the

auble as money is, there is nothing 
which is more constantly put to an evil 
use, or which is more likely to destroy 
the man who uses it.

London Prelate Talks to Women of

London, May i9.—‘It is not that the 
game of cards for the love of the thing 
igs wrong.

Washington, May 22.—Interstate Com- 
@&erce Commissioners Francis M. Cock- 
rel' and Joseph W. Fifer were among 
the witnesses today before the senate 
ccmmittee on interstate commerce whose 
it vestigation of railroad rates has a.- 
mcet drawn to a close. 

Commissioner Fifer spoke of rebates 
and rate cutting, and said they were in- 
duced by railroad men distrusting each 
other. Rates, he said, should be made 
by the railroads in the first place, but 
stoulg be subject to revision. He said 
the commission would adjust a rate 
complained of in accordance with rates 
om like commodities in other sections 
under like Conditions. He thought the 
adjustment of the long and short hau! 
fifficulties should be left to the commis- 

Bien, He believed that the power 
rate regulation, if given to the commis- 
sion, would not. be used very often. as 
the railroads would be more careful, in 
that event, about making rates. The 
ecmmission, he said, should have pow-r 
to preveot diacrimination in rates. 

Former United States Senator Cock- 
rell, of Missouri, now a member of the 
commission, said he would leave thie 
origination of rates to the railroads, giv- 
ing the commission the power to co1- 
demn a rate found to be unreasonable, 
and to fix another rate in its place to 
take effect immediately. The railroads, 
he contended, should have the right to 
Appeal to the courts, and the latter 
should determine whether the railroad 
rate was unreasonable or the commis- 
sions rate unreasonable. He would 
make the railroads responsible for icing 
and other charges of private car lines. 
A deiegatién of eight citizens of wan- 
ville, Va., testified in favor of’ rate legis- 
lation at tonight's sessions of the com- 
mittee. The delegation consisted of 
Judge Aigen, Eugene Willis, W. P. Hod- 
moti, ©. Wemple, A. W. Traylor, J. 
Kaufman, E. L. Swayne and John Car- 
ter. Mr. Willis was spokesman. He said 
that Danville had appealed to the inter- 
si@ie commerce commission and bad 
eventually lost becauge the Southern rail- 
road took the case to the United States 
eourt, from which the city appealed to 
the circult court of appeals.

There are two erroneous ideas aficat in regard to the Equitable’s surplus: First,

Minneapolis, May 22.—H. V. Jones, the 
Well known Minnesota crop expert, re- 
turned today from his inspection. trip 
throughout the southwest. His report 
on conditions; while showing 42,000,000 
bushels less than the government's con- 
ditions on May |, is a conservative read- 
ing summary of the situation as he 
found and gauged it. 

Taking his figures of 425,000,000 bush. 
els as the best the winter wheat crop 
cun do, that section of the country, if 
these figures are near the actual resuits, 
will harvest in 1905 the best crop tn at 


last eight yeas, with the exception of 
the Dumper yield of 1901. which waa 
428,675,123 bushels. The present pros- 
pect Is oniy 4,000,000 under, but is, of 
course, only a prospect, whereas the 

190! figures were the actual result. 

Taking hig lowest estimate, 385,000,000 
busnels. as a possibility, owing to 4ad- 
verse conditions, that section of the 
country would still raise a crop that 
has been surpassed in but two years in 
eight, and is 79,000,000 bushels more 
than was raised in 1899, the lowest yield 
for that period.

Tennessee Commission Ap- 
pointed to Make Survey 
of Disputed Boundary. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 22.—(Special.)— 
Does the city of Chattanooga rightfully 
Belong t6 the state of Georgia? That 
State has maps and charts showing that 
the state line goes north of Chatta- 
noga and that by righte that city should 
be in Dade county. Following the direc- 
tions of the last legislature, however, 
Governor John I. Cox hag begun the 
work of finally settting the disputed line 
and has appointed a committee of three 
to represent the state of Tennessee in 
making a joint survey of the line. The 
cogmmitteemen are George T. White, M.

Ksoston, May .22.—Captain Walker, of 
the British steamer Gorsemore, which 
a'rived here today from Antwerp, states 
that at 2:30 p. m., on May 20, in lati- 
tude 4!1.8 north and longitude 64 west, 
he passed close to the topsail schooner 
yacht Thistle, one of the contestants in 
the trans-Atlantic yacht race.

Some were found buried about 10 inches 
below the ground, others were beneath 
huts or mounds of mud, anq others stil! 
were in the tombs. We discovered their 
ages through the gourds, vases and pot- 
tery buried with them. 

“In one tomb we discovered as many as 
six bodies. But it was not until we se- 
cured bodies that had been buried since 
about 1700 years B. C. that we found 
evidence of embalming. Usually there 
was no skin, the skeletons alone remiin- 
ing piled one on top of the other. A 
few had hair upon the scalp, however 
it was among these that we found the 
greatest number of skeletons that had 
thirteen ribs. Naturally we were sur- 
prised. Photographs were made and 
kept in the custody of Professor Elliott 
Smith, who has charge of the great uni- 
versity and hospital at Cairo. 

The thirteen-ribbed skeletons are al] 
of the male gender. Of course, every 
one knows how the six ribs on each side 
are started from the backbone, winding 
about to the front and ending near the 
breastbone.”’ 

“And where 
found?’ 

“Strange to say,:they were not found 
in the same place,’ declared Dr. Den- 
nis. “Some .were on the right and some 
on the left side of the backbone, all 
about an inch and a half below the last 
rib. They did not extend more than 
about 2 inches. It is my belief fhat 
they having no physiological use, more 
recent generations have not been pro- 
vided with them. How large they were 
in ages long ago before 6000 R. C. it 
would be hard to say, but the thirteen 
riba as we found them were quite small, 
much smaller than the normal ribs which 
extended, as I have said, to the breast- 
bone. 

“There is no doubt that these skeletons 
were of human beinfrs that existed Aur- 
ing the period I mentioned, for those of 
later date found near the surface of the 
earth were crumbly and breakable, and 


were these extra ribs 


were of little value for research purpose. 


Of the bodies embalmed we found only 
a few having the thirteenth rib. showing 
that even then the process of elimina- 
tion was going on through tha human 
rame. In the embalmed bodies which 
had thirteen rfds the bones were foun? 
much stronger naturally than in the 


other bodies. Tn only one instance of the 


embatmed bodies. however. did we find 
the skin attached to the bones after the 
mummy cloth was removed. This would 
dispel the natural idea that In cases of 
mummification In which the bodies were 
wravpned in cloth that the bodies -e- 
mained intact.” 

“And you eay the skeletons of the 
thirteen ribs were in good condition?’ 

“Yes. nearlv slwavse. The photogranhs 
show that.

Typical English Ownership. 

The typical English owerships are elec- 
tric or gas plants, water works and street 
railroads. The jater have been made to 
contribute to the city’s revenues in nearly 
every case. Liverpool has had municipal 
ownership of street railroads since 1897, 
and in 1902 the amount turned into the 
city treasury over and above interest, 
sinking fund, depreciation and all working 
expenses was $125,825. Each year has 
shown a steady increase in the revenues. 
The Leeds tramways, which were taken 
over by the city council in 1884, have for’ 
the last four years contributed an annual 
average sum of $204,380 in relief of tax- 
ation, and the Hill tramways annually 
yield about $115,000 for the same purpose, 
It is stated that the net annual profits 
earned by the tramways owned by cor- 
porations, and available for the relief of 
taxation, are annually over $600,000, and 
are increasing with great rapidity. 

The supply of electricity is a depart- 
ment of municipal enterprise which, in 
geome towns, owing to many costly experi- 
ments, has not yet reached a paying 
stage, but in others a considerable profit 
is reported. In 1902, which are the latesi 
figures available, Liverpoo] cleared over 
$60.000 from its electric lighting plant, 
while Manchester turned into the city 
treasury nearly $40,000 derived from the 
same source. Eight other English towns 
make an immense profit, Teeds, Not- 
tingham, Sheffield, Bolton, Southport, 
Leicester, Lancaster and Chester—the} 
amounts ranging from $5,000 to $20,000. 
The furnishing of gas is found very 
profitable, the Manchester gas works net- 
ting about $250,000 annually, while the 
towns of Salford, Nottingham, Birming~ 
ham, Leicester and Bolton clear over 
$100,000 a year. 

As an indication of the spread of munic- 
ipal ownership idea, it may be stated 
that no less than 193 English towns own 
and operate their water supply, yielding 
an annual .profit of $450,000. This is not 
a large return upon a capita] of $250,000, - 
000, but out of the annual profit of $!0,. 
000,000, an average yearly sum of $7,600,-

Good Deal Was Gaid About Criminal 
Tendency of the Negro—Justice 
Harlan Says Talk Is Done 
To Keep Up Race 
Prejudice.

Winona Lake, Ind., May 22.—The Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church was voted 
into the general assembly here at noon 
today amid a storm of applause, without 
@ speech and without a dissenting vote. 
It was the final action of the general 
assembly on:one of the greatest questions 
which has come before ft since the civil 
evar, and brings back into the organiza- 
@en a branch which went out during 
the war because of differences over the 
question of.slavery. If the opposition 
to the union had made any fight it will 
he chiefly at the future meeting of the 
canvassing Committee appointed last Sat- 
urday, tin there were today no signs of 
such contest. The special committee in 
report canvassed the votes taken by 
presbyteries on the question of union, It 
showed 144 votes yes, 89 no. Two took 
no action, one gave conditional] assent 
and five made no response, 

To Work Out Details. 

The special committee fn its recom- 
mendations asked that the proposition be 
referred to the committee on coopera- 
@on and union: that the committee be in- 
¢reased in membership ‘to 21; fthat it 
have power to confer’ with a committee 
from the Cumberland church; that it 
find what details must be worked out 
to consummate the union, and that a re- 
port be made to the general assembly 
mext year. This committee is to consid- 
@r the corporate and legal rights of both 
@ssemblies. The purpose is to keep the 
-Gonsolidation within the legal limits that 
ell civil suits and injunctions may be 
avoided. The committee is to confer 
with the trustees of the general assem- 
bly, that the corporate and other rights 
of this body. may be preserved. The 
report was accepted as a whole. 

An official telegram was read by Stated 
Clerk Roberts from the Colored Cumber- 
land assembly in session at Huntsville, 
Ala.. saying a committee of seven had 
Been appointed to consider union with 
the Presbyterian church, and asked that 
a similar committee be named by the 
assembly here. It was referred to the 
committee on bills and overtures, 
_Spesming to the report on work among 
the negroes Dr. D. R. Breed, of Phila- 
delphia, said the peril before the negro 
ie that he wil] not rise to his racial 
rights, but will be content to be an ap- 
pendage to the white race. It is possi- 
bie, he said, for the negro to rise in at- 
tainment until the race will be the peer 
of the whites. 

Criminal Tendency of Negro. 

Rev. W. A. Alexander, colored, of 
Brooklyn, spoke on the alleged criminal 
tendency of the negro. He said when 
disturbances arise in the south the ne 
g@roes who have no local attachments to 
@ community begin to move. It is large- 

this class which goes into the north. 

ch of the criminality among the ne- 
g@roes, he said, is due to taking them 
Into police courts and prisons for trivia) 
offenses. The negro race is growing in 
its power to deliberate. He said the 
negroes are against separate presbyteries. 

Justice John M. Harlan said it is the 
@ub talk about growing criminality 
among negroes which comes from people 
who want to- keep up race prejudice. 
In proportion to numbers, he said, there 
are no more negro criminals than white. 
“Let us find nowhere in the reports or 
deliberations of the assembly anything 
of the criminality of the negro,” he said. 

Dr. BE. P. Cowan, secretary of the 
board of the freedmen; Dr. T. C. Clelland, 
of Washington, Pa., and others spoke to 
the report. Dr. Cowan said the negro 
problem hes 60 many phases that its so- 
lution is most difficult; that a solution 
has not been found. The board of freed- 
men, he said, was not trying to settle 
the problem, but was dealing with the 
negro as a2 man in need. He said pri- 
mary, industrial and higher education is 
the progress which will in the future be 
applied to the negro by al! organiza- 
flons interested in his uplifting. The 
resolutions of the committee were adopt- 
ed with no reference to the negro crim- 


Inality. 
Marriage and Divorce. 


The resolutions in the committee re- 
port on marriage and divorce were 
Spoken to by former Moderator Dr. 
Charles Dickey, of Philadelphia. Four- 
teen denominations are united in the 
movement to have ministers refuse to 
perform marriage ceremonies of divorced 
people unless they were divorced on 
acriptural grounds. 

“Divorce,”’ said he, “is a question of 
estate, which churches have the right to 
take up. The taking of a governmen:‘ 
census on divorces will show an alarm- 
ing condition. exists..." He commended 
the divorce reform ideas of the American 
Bar Association, and said churches 
could well follow those ideas, ag they 
show great possibilities of reform. A

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Majority Report Favored Union, but 
the Minority Report Says Church 
Has Wo  Oonstitutional 
Right To Unite with 

Another Ohurch,-  * 


Fresno, Cal.. May 22.—The Cumberland 
Presbyterian general assembly is in the 
midst of a warm debate on the union 
question. Two reports were pregentog Lo 
it this afternoon. 

A majority report signed by Drs. Tem- 
pleton and Wiggington, and Judge Beard 
gave a complete list of the Presbyterles 
which had voted and declared that the 
union had been constitutionaily agreed 
to by the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church and the basis adopted. Elders 
McClelland and Young submitted a mi- 
nority report. This agreed with the ma- 
jority with reference to the facts uf 
the vote, except one Presbytery, Wut 
claimed that the church has no consti- 
tutional right to unite with another 
church, and that therefore the union has 
not been constitutionally agreed to. it 
further affirms that 
church has not complied with the terins 
Of agreement with reference to separaie 
Fresbyteries. 

At this point an official telegram was 
received announcing that the northern 
assembly had ueclared the union propo- 
sition carried in that church and all ths 
conditions compiled with. A member 
then read a personal telegram from .Dr, 
W. P. Bryan, of Chicago, contradicting 
the mrst and declaring that the Presby- 
terian assembly had indefinitely post- 
poned the subject, ; 

Both messages were received with 
great &pplause. On a motion to substi- 
tute the minority for the majority re- 
port, Dr. Templeton, of Texas, opened 
the discussion. He was followed by other 
speakers, the debate lasting until a late 
hour, It is expected to continue througnh- 
Out mdst of the day tomorrow. The 
unionists see no need of discussing the 
matter at all, but have acceded to the 
déifiand of the opposition that there sha'i 
be a full debate,

“Resolved, That we urge upon con- 
gress the necessity of radical action for 
the removal of the manifest evils wf 
Mormonism,

United States senate to expel Reed 
Smoot, of Utah, from that body, as un- 
worthy of membership.”’

The report referred to the fact that 
this disregard for Sunday observance 
was the cause to a certain extent of 
many disastroug wrecks on railroads.

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Governor Deneen Announces That as 
Boon as Request Ie Made He 
Will Send State Troops 
to Ahe Strike-Ridden 
City. 


Chicago, May 22.—After a conference 
lasting for three hours, representatives 
of the teamsters’ union and the employ- 
ers Geclared at midnight that the pros- 
pects for the settlement of the strike 
ere exceélient, and that the end of the 
trouble may be looked for at any tims 
within the next forty-eight’ hours. The 
stumbling block in the negotiations is 
the declaration by the express companies 
that none of thelr striking drivers will 
be taken back under any conditions. All 
other terms submitted by the employers 
to the strikers have been accepted. 

No Black list. 

The managers of the express com@.a- 
nies declared late this afternoon that 
while they would reemploy none of their 
drivers, they had no intention of keep- 
ing a blacklist, and there would be no 
objection ta any driver who secured a 
position with sO@me express company 
other than the one by which he was em- 
ployed at the time he struck. He would 
be given a position, it wag asserted, if 
a vacancy existed at the time of his ap- 
plication. This phase of the strike was 
the only matter discussed at the con- 
ference tonight, and in the opinion of 
all present it opened a way for a settle- 
ment, and the negotiations will be con- 
tinued tomorrow. 

President Shea, of the teamsters, said 
tonight after leaving the conference, 
that he considered the chances good for 
the settlement of the strike, and Attor- 
ney Mayer, for the employers, expressed 
Similar views. 

. Despite this move for peace, the Lum- 
bermens’ Association is preparing for an 
extension of the atrike. At a meeting 
of this organization tonight it was de- 


- (elded that tomorrow morning all team- 


sters employed by the sixty-five firms 
composing the association would compel 
their drivers to make deliveries of con- 
signments to strike-bound houses, Twelve 
of these firms enforced the order today, 
and between 200 and 300 of the drivers 
quit work. The union officials say that 
the same thing will happen tomorrow if 
they are ordered to make deliveries to 
the boycotted firms. 


As to Troops. 

Mayor Dunne hag a talk with Gover- 
sor Deneen over the long distance tele- 
phone, and the governor assured hIm 
that the militia wonld be ordered ‘out 
When called for. Their presence, ac- 
tording to the mayor, will not be re- 
quired on account of rioting, but in the 
event of the spread of the strike in- 
voiving other industries. 

Chief of Police O'Neill added 200 po- 
‘cemen today to the special force, and 
Sheriff Barrett swore in a number of 
new deputies. 

In the first strikes today, the initia- 
tive was taken by the employers. Mem- 
bers of the teamsters’ union were dis- 
charged for refusing to deliver to boy- 
motted firms. As an immediate result, 
the yards of two big companies were 
cempletely deserted. W. P. Hines, pres- 
sder.t of the lumbermen’s association, 
Meclared that every lumber yard in the 
ity would, before long, be without 
rivers. 

“It means complete stagnation of busi- 
mess at a time when building operations 
ti Chicago are booming to a greater 
#xtent that has been known since 1892,’ 
said Mr. Hines. The supply of lumber 
on hand will not last the building con- 
tractors more than forty-eight hours. 
The factories which depend upon boxes 
fer shipping will be crippled, because 
they will be without lumber. “If this 
occurs, he said, ‘‘the stock yards pack- 
ing industries will be especially disturb- 
ed. for they must have boxes there to 
do their shipping.”’

Fire Damp _ Explosion 
Styria Causes a Great 
Tragedy. 


Vienna, May 22.—Seventeen persons 
have been killed by an explosion caused 
by fire damp in the Bosruck tunnel at 
Liagen, in Styria, today. The explosion 
took place in the lower galleries on the 
scuthern side of the tunnel. 

There were seventeen men in the tun- 
nel at the time, and it is feared that all 
have perished, Several attempts at rescue 
were made, but all of them failed, the 
members of the rescue party having been 
overcome by the fumes of the gases. 

The completed portion of the tunnel 
wag not damaged. 


Facts Not Generally Known. 

The Island of Formosa produced $l,- 
400,000 in gold last year. The moun- 
tainous districts rinning through the 
middle of the island are believed to con- 
tain rich gold deposits, but they have 
not been explored yet.

“Of all poker games as was ever play- 
ed crooked, one that was pulled off in 
New Orleans at the time of the Corbeft- 
Sullivan fight was The nerviest,” said 
Colonel Adam Beaupre, ef Natchioges, 
as he anchored alongside several genial 
companions in a down town cafe, says 
a writer in The Philadelphia Inquirer. 

“I was worked by a gambler named 
Frank Tobie, who used a high layout 
which he had invented when he Hved in 
Guthrie, Okla. Sixty thousand dollars 
were cleaned up in one night before the 
players got suspicious, and when one of 
‘em did get ‘on’ Tobie and his partner 
backed out of thé house with their guns 
pointing on a line.with their late asso- 
ciliates in the game. 

“This layout were a money-maker. To- 
bie was a good deal of a genius with 
tools, and when he lived in Guthrie ue 
rented a little place on a side street 
and completed the invention. He showed 
his machine to adew wise Ones and they 
were wild to buy the affair. It was sure 
thing. In the frame of the layout on 
the dealer’s side were concealed me- 
chanism that grabbed the money from 
the table. 

“It was operated with springs, one 
under the table for- the knee and an- 
other on top in reach of the elbow. A 
plate in the side of the card box drop- 
ped down gnd left a narrow opening 
lengthwise when the box was placed in 
position against the layout. The sec- 
ond card was manipulated. By press- 
ing one of the springs one of the slen- 
der steel fingers came out of the layout, 
slipped into the box without a sound 
and gripped the card and pulled it into 
a recess into the layout. By fhe same 
pressure the card could be returned at 
= proper time to second place in the 

=. 

“Tobie had a gold mine, but talked too 
much. His success dazzled him and he 
made too many confidants, The ‘graft’ 
was worked two or three years before 
gamblers generally Tearned it. Tobie 
sold his layouts at $1,500 each, and dis- 
posed of about seventy-five. He could 
have sold more, but was afraid to over- 
stock the market. Many a green one 
and many a wise one who played bank 
in Chicago during the world’s fair pos- 
sibly is still wondering what made him 
so unlucky, Several of Tobie’s layouts 
were there, and made big money for 
their owners. 


“The biggest single haul was made in 
the City of Mexico. A railroad contract- 
or, weil known in the southwest as a 
plunger and a stayer, had gone to Mex- 
ico from Arizona, ‘wo gamblers at 4#) 
Paso heard of the high iayout, bougnt 
one ana startea alter tue cuntraccwur. 
suey openea a game in Mexico cily, and 
in a short time vi€aneda out tne contiract- 
or io the tune or 3100,008, ana got pack 
across the line with the money. 

“Dhe layout created talk, and was su- 
perseded by what is called the ‘new 
work,’ in which IL suspect ‘obie had a 
hand. The mechanism is all in the box, 
which lessens the chance of discovery 
and exposure. This last invention was 
brought to Oklahoma not a great while 
ago and players were easily beaten. A 
ue winning was also made at Joplin; 

0. 

“Another great device for fleecing a 
player was also the invention on an Ok- 
lahoma genius,”’ continued Colonel Beau- 
pre, as he paused to apply a light to the 
end of .a villainous black cigar. ‘This 
were the ‘crap’ rollout, and it were made 
by a young fellow named Frank Jones, 
who lived in the little country town of 
Mulhall. 

“The craps rollout is largely a feat of 
skill after the player has learned flow 
to face his dice. To work the roflout 
smoothly the cloth on the table must 
be raised slightly, which is dong with a 
small hook on the player's finger ring. 
Jones, of Mulhall, studied combinations 
for facing the dice and then practiced 
till he became adept. To illustrate his 
play: He begins by facing two sixes, 
two aces or a six and an ace. His 
scheme is to make them roll forward 
on the tablé, like wheels on axle, fall- 
ing neither to the right nor the left. 
This combination, if rolled successfully, 
gives the player four chances to make 
seven and not one to throw. ‘craps.’ 
Suppose, however, that he should fail 
to throw seven, and his point should be 
eight. There is a facing combination for 
every point. For eight the comDBination 
is to face two fives, two trays or a five 
and a tray. This permits the throwing 
of eight and seven twice each, an even 
break. 

“One danger to the house is the seem- 
ing fairness. The player uses dice fur- 
nished by the house, exposes them in his 
open hand, and rolls them in plain sight. 
Jones could roll his dice a distance of 2 
feet with safety. The losses are the 
only thing that suggest an unnatural 
play. The rollout sharks cleaned up 
$1.200 here lasf summer and got at 
Guthrie the same day before the fire 
alarm was turned in. 

“Jones gzrew from a piker in a country 
town to be one of the cleverest sharks 
in the country. I ~have seen him with 
$20.000 in a bunch. He went to the 
-Philippines five vears ago and came back 
loaded down with coin. <A _ vecullarity 
was his insane fondness for champagne. 
not so much in drinking it himself, as 
in seeing others drink it. When he made

May Wheat and Corn, 


Corn Left Off 4 1-8c and Wheat 3c 
Higher—July Oats Were Up 
1-8Sc — Provisions Are a 
Shade to 5c Lower. 


Chicago, May 22.—Covering by frantic 
shorts today caused sensational advance 
of 6c a bushel of the price of corn for 
May delivery and of 4c in the price of 
May wheat. Rumor of an attempt to 
corner al] corn for May delivery was 
the main reason for the sharp bulge !n 
the price of corn. Part of advance was 
lost on profit taking and the close May 
corn was up 4 !-8. Wheat is up an 
even 3c. July oats were up !-8. Pro- 
visions are a shade to 5c lower. 

The wheat market opened strong with 
an active demand for the May delivery. 
Initial quotations on May were up ic 
at 99c. July was a shade lower to 3-8@ 
I-2c higher. The weather was again 
disappointing to those who had become 
satisfied that the growing wheat needed 
moisture. Rains were reported in the 
northwest and southwest. In addition, 
wheat prices at Liverpool were higher. 
The May option was reported to be in 
Strong hands and efforts of shorts to 
dislodge offerings failed until the price 
had been bid up to $1.03. Meantime 
July advanced to 89 3-8c. On the 4c 
advance in May there was enough profit 
taking to cause a considerable reaction. 
At the same time factors that had been 
apparently unhg¢eded early in the session 
began to have their effect on the future 
deliveries. World’s shipments were about 
3,000,000 bushels in excess of amount 
gerpraity -expected. The amount of 
breadstuffs showed increase of 134,000 
bushels. In addition, a report of a 
Minneapolis crop expert, who is now in- 
vestigating inter wheat gituation in 
the southwest, -.was of a bearish nature. 
It had been expected that the report 
would be quite bullish, hence an esti- 
mate by this authority of a fair crop 
proved a disappointment to the buils. 
Another weakening influence, was an in- 
crease on primary receipts. The mar- 
wget closed ‘firm May at 61.01. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 40,100 bushels. The visible sup- 
ply decreased 1!,741,000 bushels. Primary 
receipts were 437,200 bushels, compared 
with 337,000 a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 
344 cars, against 163 last week and 
235 last year. 

An advance of 6s a bushel in the price 
of corn for May delivery was the fea- 
ture of trading in corn. The volume o* 
trading that was transacted while the 
price was making this sudden upward 
leap was extraordinarily small, it being 
estimated at not over 100,000 bushels 
There was no apparent pressure put upon 
the May shorts, who seemingly had con- 
vinced themselves that they were in a 
bad predicament, and the sooner they 
made the necessary sacrifice to get out 
the better. They were likely to fare 
worse if they stayed in. This they did, 
and the price of May jumped to 59-2, 
At 59c the liberal profits in sight start- 
ed moderate liquidation and a reaction 
soon followed. An estimate of 412 cars 
as the amount of receipts for tomorrow 
was a bearish factor late in the session. 
May closed firm with a net gain. of 
4 1-8c at 56 7-8c. July opened unchanged 
to 1-8c lower at 47 5-8@57 3-4c, sold up 
to 48 3-8c, and closed at 48c, a net 
gain of t-4c. Local receipts were 133 
cars with |I5 of contract grade. 

In sympathy with the sharp advance 
in other grain the oats market was 
firm. Trading was only moderate and 
mainly tin July and September. July 
opened unchanged at 29 I-2c, sold up to 
29 5-8@29 3-4c and closed at 29 5-8c 
Receipts were !22 cars. 

Provisions were firm early as a result 
of a 10c: advance in’ the price of live 
hogs. Later sentiment became easier 
on profit taking. At the close July 
pork was off 5c at $12.62 !-2. Lard 
was off 2 I-2 at $7.35. Ribs were a 
shade lower at $7.25@7.27 |-2.
